Chinese tradition 
talks of Chicyu, who aspired to the position of 

Shangti, the lord of high, and corrupted the 

human beings to support his rebellion. Because 
of this and its consequences, the lord established 
a barrier between heaven and earth. Nostalgic 
reminiscences of the time when heaven and earth 
were mutually accessible seem to be the closest 
ancient Chinese approximation to the paradise 

concept. This is taken from"Chinese Mythology 
ENCYCLOPEDIA BRITANNICA, B . 643. 1969 Ed. 
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Ezekiel 28 tells us that Satan was the 'covering cherub 
the angel that stood closest to the throne of God. He 
served as God's chief messenger or 'light bearer/ as his name 
Lucifer meant this as well as meaning 'sun of the morning' 
Sadly this glorious angel, who was so greatly loved by God 
and highly honored, somehow became proud of his beauty and 
honored position and began to take the honor and glory for 
himself, rather than reflecting it joyfully back to his be¬ 
loved Father and Creator who had bestowed on him these bless¬ 
ings.

We know today 
that refined food which lacks fiber, combined with beef, is 
the basic cause of the cancer of the colon. It is easy to 

This white flour mixed with water makes a fine glue. 
You know in the old school days we used to make this glue or 
paste. When we eat this food it stays glued in our intestines 
where it putrifies.

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Jack Lindsays, in his book ORIGINS OF

present divine and mortal, black and white 
creative and destructive, etc. and Sagit¬ 
tarius who was half man and half horse.

The ancient Babylonians worshipped the sun god 
and the venerable day of the sun. The sun had a 
sacred name, a sacred metal, a sacred color, a

There is a very interesting correlation between 
Daniel 3 and Revelation 13. In Revelation 13 we 

read about a death decree to those who will not 
worship the image of the beast. This decree is 
to be observed by all that dwell upon the earth. 
Small and great, rich and poor, free and bond are 
to receive a mark in their foreheads and their 
right hand. No man might buy or sell, unless he 
had the mark, or the name of the beast, or the 
number of his name, and that number is 666. 
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We'll study more about this later.

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You also realize that God has a true healing system that 
is based on harmony and compliance with the laws of health 
that we mentioned already. Obedience in getting enough fresh 

rest, and natural diet and refraining, 
from any habit that may damage ones' body will bring true 
health. One must learn to trust in the Creator, using faith 

in the natural healing remedies that God has created, such as 
the medicinal herbs, clay, charcoal and water treatments. One 
will learn to cooperate with the efforts of nature to expel 

toxic waste, which we call disease, by helping the body cleanse 

itself of these conditions rather than to take a drug that 
might paralyze the cleansing process which causes discomfort. 

May we illustrate so that you can understand what I'm 

endeavoring to explain. For example, if one has diarrhea, it 
is because the body is trying to expel offending bacteria and 
putrifying fecal material which is poisoning the system. To 

ive a drug which paralyzes the cleansing efforts would be to 
frustrate nature. But the rational treatment would be to use 
hydrotherapy in the form of an enema or better yet a colonic 
to wash out the colon as well as a simple herb laxative combined 
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sunshine 
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with a juice fast and rest for two or three days to give 
opportunity for the whole body to expel all the offending 
toxins. The diarrhea then would naturally cease. 

"The same with fever. Rather than think of the fever 

as the enemy, one must reason from cause to effect 

that the fever is a reaction of the body to infectious bac¬ 
teria which are almost always a secondary cause of disease, 

rarely a primary cause. Bacteria multiply in an environment 
of putrifaction since they were made to be -scavengers to eat 
up rotting material. Rather than try to knock the fever with 
a drug, the rational program would be to assist the body in 
cleansing itself from the putrifaction in the same program 
mentioned above. Then help the body raise its temperature 
even more (providing it has not reached a dangerous limit) 
through hydrotherapy. This process usually will kill the 
remaining bacteria and cause the body to break out into a 
sweat. It eliminates the toxins through the pores and then 
lowers the temperature naturally. 

"After the treatment is completed, the patient needs to 

be instructed as to the causes of his illness and the changes 

to be made in the unhealthful conditions and habits that have 
caused the illness. Always involved in the rational 
call back to obeying God's physical, mental and spiritual 
laws, the source of good health. The sick must be t 
they are responsible for their health and by obedience can 
enjoy well-being.

In our studies so far we have been unmasking Satanism, 
which has been a bit negative but necessary if we are to 
understand what 666 and the mark of the beast really mean. 

We must also gain an overview of history. We've now seen how

Satans' religion gained control over most of the world in¬ 
cluding our own hemisphere. Apparently when God confounded 
the languages at the Tower of Babel, because the people went 

into sunworship and rebellion against him, this caused them 

to begin fighting among themselves. Many were forced to 
flee for their lives and they were scattered around the 
world .

There are definite archeological indications that our 
forefathers traveled through Asia and around the Bering Pen 

insula which mav have included much more land than we now 

know. Actually it has been recently postulated that our 

continents were once united. There seems to have been a 
great continent that sunk into the Atlantic Ocean called 
the Atlantis, after the melting of the ice from the ice 
age, which could have been caused by the catastrophic 
changes brought on by the flood. 

Creationists believe that God caused the flood by con¬ 
densing a vapor envelope that had previously protected the 
earth and maintained a more uniform temperature all around 

the globe, as well as shielding man from the actinic and 

ultraviolet rays of the sun. When this was collapsed it 
changed atmospheric pressures and there was a tremendous

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.mount of volcanic activity which would have cooled the 
arth's temperature considerably from the volcanic ash in 
he atmosphere as did Krakatao’s explosion in the last cen- 
ury.

Now, to go on with Israel's experience. Over and over 
again they would fall into sin and have to suffer, then 
come back to God in repentance only to fall again. They 
always tried to do right in their own strength which is 
really salvation by works, instead of trusting in Him to do 
it through them and then return the glory to Him. Because 
of their rebellion and disregard for God's Sabbath and other 
commandments, He had to let them go into captivity to Bab- 

ylon so that they would really learn what it was like to 

have Satan rule over them and the horror of his perverted 

way of life. 

After 70 years, God in His love, called them out of 
Babylon to rebuild and restore Jerusalem, but not only the 

city but also their spiritual lives. He gave a marvelous 

prophecy found in Daniel 8 and 9 that His Sanctuary was to be 
cleansed in 2300 day-years and that God would especially 
give the Jews a final test. He had sent His prophets and 
they had stoned them. Now he would send His own Son, the 
Messiah. He gave them the exact date that He would begin 
His ministry and finally die for their sins. It would give 
absolute mathematical proof that Jesus was the Messiah, 
along with a number of other prophecies, naming Bethlehem 
to be the town of His birth, that He was to be born of a 
virgin and that He was to live in Galilee. You'll find 
these prophecies in Micah 5:2, Isaiah 7:14 and Matthew 
2:23. In Isaiah 53 His sufferings are so exactly foretold 
that it should break the hardest heart. 
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In Daniel 9:24 we find this marvelous prophecy, giving 
seventy weeks of time or 490 day-years to the Jews, which 

was to be 'cut off' of this great 2300 day-year prophecy. 

We use the term day-year because God told Ezekiel in chapter 
4:6 that a day stood for a year in prophecy, a yard stick 
which is accepted by most protestant scholars. 

The prophecy says that from the commandment to restore 
and rebuild Jerusalem, which king Artaxerxes made in 457 
B.C. according to Ezra 7:6-13, to the anointing of Jesus

Although man was created to be the temple for the Holy 
Ghost, there must ever be kept a clear distinction between 
those elements which compose man’s nature and those which 
appear in man in the person of the Spirit," began Ernest. 

I brought along a study on this subject by one of my former 
students, Luther Ross. When I met this young man he was a 
hippie and his mind had been blown by drugs until he spent 
some time in a mental institution. However, after being on 
a good cleansing program and choosing to live in harmony 
with all of Gods’ laws, his mind has been restored and he 
has produced this profound study, that I’m going to share 

with you this evening. 

A careful consideration of Genesis 2:7 reveals the com¬ 
position of man’s nature. The elements listed are the dust 
of the ground and the breath of God. Both are essential 
elements in the composition of man. What do we reckon the 
breath of life to be? Is it the Holy Spirit, or is it 

merely the life-giving power of God? 
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If we say that the breath of life is the Holy Spirit 
then we run into serious problems. Number one, we falsely 
deify man for the breath of life is a part of man. Second¬ 
ly we falsely deify the animal kingdom for the scriptures 
say that this same breath of life is also a part of the an¬ 
imals . 
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Thou takest away their breath, they die, and re¬ 
turn to their dust. Thou sendest forth thy spirit, they 
are created...’ (Psalms 104:29,30) Is it possible for an¬ 
imals to be filled with the Holy Spirit as man may be? 

Could the failure to clearly distinguish between the life- 

giving power of God and the person of the Holy Spirit be 
the cause of changing the ’glory of the uncorruptible God 
into and image made like to corruptible man, and to birds, 
and fourfooted beasts, and creeping things?’ (Romans 1:23) 

Do we worship God as supreme, or do we degrade Him to our 
own low level? And even worse yet do we destroy the person 

al identity of God by amalgamating Him with animals?

'Wherefore, as by one mans sin entered 
the world...', therefore, 'by the offence of one judgment 
came upon all men to condemnation...' (Romans 5:12,18) 

David made the same confession as Paul: 'Behold. I was 
shapen in iniquity;

But the universal sale of the human race by Adam is 
only one side of the picture. From time eternal God has 
planned for the salvation of man. His great love could not 
leave the creatures of His hand under the bondage of sin, 

(Ephesians 
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'having no hope 
2 : 12 ) 


and without God in the world. 


It must be recognized that the transgression of Adam 

required an atonement for the entire race regardless of any 

personal participation of his offspring. The law requires 

that all intelligent created beings be united to God through 

the indwelling presence of the Holy Spirit and had it not 
been for Christ's redemptive act the entire race would have 
been born separated from God. But Christ was the 'Lamb 
slain from the foundations of the world 
and through faith in Him every member of Adam's family has 
had access to return to God. And those who have taken ad¬ 
vantage of God's great provision, like Adam, have transmitted 
the benefits of their relation with God to their children. 


(Revelation 13:8) 


Now we must raise a point and make it clear, 
the Holy Spirit was not an inherent element in human nature 
before Adam sinned, neither is the spirit of Satan an inher¬ 
ent element of fallen man. It is true that sinless Adam's 

nature was in perfect harmony with the Holy Spirit and also 
that fallen human nature is in perfect accord with the spirit 
of Satan, but neither one is an intrinsic part of man . To 

say that either of these spiritual beings are an actual part 
of man is to make a dicotomy of man and this is the error 
of dualism. It is to say that man does have a function that 
is not physical and it opens the possibility to believe that 

when man dies some part of him goes on living, which is to 
deify man.

The second way in which man's harmony with God was 
changed was in the very organization and function of his 
nature. Because of the inseparable unity in the nature of 
man. itself, every action of man affects his entire nature. 
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Thus Adam's very nature was altered by sin. Originally 
Adam had holy flesh, meaning that all his appetites and 
passions were perfect and never in danger of leading him 
into sin; but they became perverted and unholy and man be¬ 
came sinful by nature. 

What does it mean to have a sinful human nature? It 

means to have a human body with the effects of sin upon it. 
It does not necessarily include an incorporation of the 

spirit of Satan in man. This we will agree to if we agree 
that the sum total of man’s nature is contained .in his body 
and that neither the Holy Spirit nor the spirit of Satan is 
a part of human nature. 

Of recent years there has been much discussion as to 
whether Christ took the nature of man as it was before or 
after the fall. Did He take sinful human nature? He did if 
He took a real human body with the effects of sin upon it, 
and this we may be very clear in showing that He did.

Yes, indeed there was! But it was not a human difference. 
Jesus was never separated from His Father, He was the second 
Adam, born with the fullness of the Holy Spirit 

Adam was created with the fullness of the Spirit in him. 

We are born in need of atonement; but Christ was born 
the Atonement. The Father never permitted the spirit of 
Satan to force his will in Christ as with those who are sold 
into sin. The Bible says, 'For thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell; neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see 
corruption.' (Psalms 16:10) What is this corruption which 
Christ never experienced? It includes 'the corruption that 
is in the world through lust.' (2 Peter 1:4) Jesus never 
experience the desire for sin as do all other Adam's child¬ 
ren. He never had a sinful propensity; but this was not be¬ 
cause of a unique humanity, but because Satan did not have 
legal access to wark in Him. Chrsit was equipped for the con 
flict by the indwelling of the Holy Spirit and Satan could 
not crowd Him into sin.

There is yet one more qualification which Christ had to 
meet in order to be accepted as the second Adam. To stand 
in Adam's place and redeem his failure to develop perfect 
character, Christ in His humanity must be as dependent upon 
ourside help as was Adam. The plan of salvation depended 
upon Christ's personal divinity remaining absolutely inop¬ 
erative throughout His conflict as a man. Had Christ used 
His own personal divine power even once, He could not have 
been the second Adam. We must see that the divine power 
which was constantly manifested throughout the life of 
Christ was not his own, but that of the Holy Spirit. 

We are Trinitarian and there is as clear a distinction 
between Christ's personal divinity and that of the Holy 
Spirit, who imparted divine power to Christ’s humanity, as 
there is between the humanity of Adam and the Holy Spirit, 
which dwelt in him. It was for this reason that Jesus said, 
'I can of mine own self do nothing. 

What a plan that divine wisdom alone could devise where 
by one divine-human representative could unite two alienated 
families, the family of heaven and the family of earth, that 
they might be reconciled together. That the righteousness 
of One might be accepted for all is more than we can fully 
understand, explain or deserve. We can only believe it and 
accept it because the Word of God says it. 

Many have feared that because of the sinfulness of 
their natures they could never gain the victory over sin. 

We must not fear, for Christ has gained the victory for 
every one and He freely offers His victory to all who will 
accept Him into their lives. He has overcome the flesh, and 
He desires above all things to live out His victory in us. 

We need not think that it is impossible to possess a sinless 
character in a sinful nature. Jesus has demonstrated that 
it is possible. Let us continually focus our attention upon 

what He has done for us.

Again the holistic concept of man contains the key to 

understanding this mystery. Because man cannot be separated 

from his body, being an indivisible unit, every action and 
every thought becomes a part of his body. Every action, 
whether it is good or bad, works permanent changes upon 
human nature so that it is never the same again. Thus, even 
as you are what you eat, you are what you think. "For as he 

thinketh in his heart, so is he...’ (roverbs 23:7) And what 
you are, you transmit to your children, 'visiting the ini¬ 
quity of the fathers upon the children unto the third and 

fourth generation of them that hate me..." (Exodus 20:5) 

"The law of God not only requires holiness of character, 
but also wholeness of being, meaning physical and mental 

as well as spiritual health. This is most forcefully taught 
in the symbolism of the sanctuary service. The ceremonial 

laws governing uncleanness revealed that any deviation from 

perfect health was considered sin. Not only wrong acts were 
sin, but the results of sin required purification. The

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CHAPTER THIRTEEN

Ernest, I have an uncomfortable feeling that our Cath¬ 
ie faith is involved in a tremendous amount of these cus- 
oms of paganism and Satanic doctrines that we have been 
alking about. I can’t understand this. How did they get 
o far away from the Bible?" began John. 

Well, friends, your fears may be justified because we 
ow have arrived at the point where we roust see how the 
hurch apostatized and fell back into paganism, leaving the 
ruths that Jesus had given in the beginning. It is a heart 
reaking story. 

While the disciples of Christ lived, the gospel went 
/ith great power until every then known country had been 
^iven the good news of a Savior. However, even while they 
vere still alive, Satan was very active in trying to cause 

:he Jewish Christians to revert back to the Salvation by 
t/orks of the Sadduccees and Pharisees or for the Gentile 
Jhristians to revert back to their pagan idolatry. God 
showed the great apostle Paul what was to come and he wrote 
In 2 Thessalonians 2:3-11; 

Let no man deceive you by any means; for that day 
shall not come, except there come a falling away 
first, and that man of sin be revealed, the son 
of perdition; Who opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all that is called God, or that is worship¬ 
ped; so that he as God sitteth in the temple of 
God, shewing himself that he is God. Remember ve 
not, that, when I was yet with you I told you these 
things? And now ye know what withholdeth that 
he might be revealed in his time. For the mystery 
of iniquity doth already work: only he who now 
letteth will let, until he be taken out of the way. 
And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the 
Lord shall consume with the spirit of his mouth, 
and shall destroy with the brightness of his 
coming: Even him whose coming is after the working 

of Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders 
And with all deceivableness of unrighteousness in 
them that perish; because they received not the 
love of the truth, that they might be saved. And 
for this cause God shall send them strong delu¬ 
sion, that they should believe a lie. 
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The gentiles, who had accepted Christianity, had been 
sunworshippers. Mithraism was the main pagan religion in 
the Roman empire. Mithraism had all the basic doctrines of 
Satanism and most of the customs including the worship of 
the sun or Sunday.

During this time the Jews had, for their fanaticism, 
become very despised by all other nationalities, and no one 
wanted to be like them. This anti-Jewish sentiment led many 
Christians to try to avoid being identified with the Jews 
who kept God's Sabbath, while the rest of the world kept 
Sunday in honor of the sun-god. Thus, we find very soon 
after the disciples time, early Christians with pagan back¬ 
ground began to observe Sunday in honor of Christ's resur¬ 
rection, even though He had never commanded them to do so.

The pagans had a rite called An Savarti in which they 
sprinkled holy water, made with certain cermonial herbs, a 
burning candle dashed into it, representing the presence of

"Let's draw a chart of it so that we can better catch 
the prospective. Note that this chart shows the original 
true church that kept all the commandments of God and the 
faith of Jesus. Then it shows the Roman apostasy and return 
of the major segment of the church to paganism. However, 
there always were faithful persons who protested and would 
not accept these false teachings and traditions being brought 
in. They stayed loyal to God though threatened with death. 
These were those who composed the true church who had to go 
into hiding during the dark age reign of the papacy. 

"Thank God after the church fell into this terrible 

apostasy, many awakened and began to protest and call God's 
people back to the original truths of the Bible. These were 
called pro-testants or protestants, beginning with Wycliff 
and the Episcopal church breaking away from Rome and no long¬ 
er recognizing the pope in England. Then came the real found 
er of the Reformation, Martin Luther of Germany who founded 
the Lutheran church on the great truth of Justification by 
Faith not works. After Luther came John Calvin, founder of 
the Reformed,Evangelical and Congregational churches who 
accepted the previous reforms but added a more simple service 
without so much form and ceremony, which put the Bible prea¬ 
ching of the Word as central in the worship service rather 
than the altar and the mass or Eucharist as central. 


"Soon after came the great John Wesley, founder of the 

Methodists and Pentecostal groups whose great call was to 

holiness and purity of life style, calling Christians to 
separate from the immoral sins of the world, including what 

one ate and drank, his dress and social life. Then came the 
Baptists calling for a restoration of true "baptism by im¬ 
mersion .

Well, let's go to Revelation 12 again and study verses 
14-16. The prophecy goes on to say that after the woman 
would be nourished by the truth during the 1260 year period 
and although she faced terrible persecutions, 'the earth help 
cd the woman, and the earth opened up her mouth and swallowed 
up the flood which the dragon cast out of his mouth.' 

It is most interesting that around 1798 or the end of 
the papal persecution, that the United States of America was 
being formed as a great bastion of religious liberty. Actual 
ly many of the early settlers of the United States 
the pilgrims of the famous Mayflower, were religiously perse¬ 
cuted in Europe. These people formed the Declaration of Inde 
pendence, declaring all men equal with 1iberty and justice 

for all and the ri ght to worship God as 

The religious rights of Jews, Catholics or whatever 
faith, who were in a minority would be protected just as much 
as those who were Protestants and in the majority. The con¬ 
stitution of the United States, still considered one of the 
greatest documents written by mankind, and inspiration of most 
of the national constitutions of free republics-in all the 
world, guaranteed these rights.

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This portable building was placed in a court yard with 
protective curtains of white linen around it. Just in front 

of the sanctuary door there was a laver or large wash basin 

on a pedestal, the altar of sacrifice was near the door 
entering the court

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Every morning and evening the priests offered a lamb 
without blemish on this altar. This lamb was taken from th 

tithes or tenth that the Isrealites were taught to return 
to God as an indication of their recognition of God's owneri 
ship of everything and their desire to express their grati¬ 
tude for all the blessings he had given them. This is an 
excellent practice for us even today, in fact if we do re¬ 
turn our tithe it is a wonderful insurance policy which Godi 
provides for those who wish to enter into this gratitude 
and generosity relationship with Him. It is found in 
Malachi 3:8-10.

"Chris was a Seventh-day Adventist, by far the largest 
of 31 denominations and groups in the world that observe the 
original seventh-day Sabbath. It was on a Saturday morning 
as his family were preparing to go to church, that a neigh¬ 
bor phoned and told him that a plague of cricketts were 
slowly destroying all the crops at the head of the valley, 
eating every green leaf in their path and that they were 
heading his way. The Mittleiders barely earned their living 
raising watermelons. It was very hard to earn a living in 
the depression time of the 30's. He called his family of 

ten children together and knelt down and claimed this promise 

in Malachi , telling God that he believed that He would honor 

his promise and thanked Him for providing for his family. 
They went to church in faith that God would take care of 

them. 


"After sundown that evening, the cricketts were just 
arriving at the farm. They put sheets of galvanized tin in 
an irrigation ditch on the far side of the farm thinking 
that this might help. When the cricketts hit that ditch, 
they filled it up in five minutes and began to spill over 

the tin. But then a miracle happened! There was a farm 
road between the ditch and the watermelon vines. The cric¬ 
ketts divided, marched down the road, turned exactly at the 
edge of the forty acre farm and marched down the both sides, 
never touching a vine but completely destroying everything 
on either side of the farm. When they arrived at the public 
road, they closed back in. 

The farmer across the road said that he would stop 
them and he began to run his huge John Deere tractor, drag¬ 
ging a stoneboat made of heavy logs, back and forth on the 
road. He killed millions of the cricketts, but pretty soon 
the road got so slick with dead cricketts that his tires 
began to spin. There he sat while they went into his large 
farm and devoured every green sprig of any kind, 
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Later the Boise Statesman came out with an article 
asking why had Chris Mittleiders forty acres been the only 

farm untouched in the whole area and then told about his 
tithing custom and how he had trusted in God’s promise,

"These lambs which were sacrificed in the morning and 
evening were God's lambs signifying God providing the sac¬ 
rifice. If the sinner was a long ways away from the sanc¬ 
tuary and sinned, he could by faith believe that he had 
been covered by these sacrifices until he was able to bring 
his own sacrifice. Here we see another lesson. Even though 
God provides the sacrifice, he expects man to cooperate and 
do his part, by demonstrating his acceptance of the gift. 

Today many teach what some call 'cheap grace,' the 

idea that all there is for the sinner to do is believe that 

Jesus died for him and go on sinning. However, in Romans 6 
we are told in verses 6,11: 

Knowing this, that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be destroyed, that 

henceforth we should not serve sin. 

Likewise reckon ye also yourselves to be dead in¬ 
deed unto sin, but alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.

This was the Old Testament revelation of the great 
New Testament truth of Justification by Faith. The sinner 
was justified not by anything he did, but by his faith in 
the atoning sacrifice of the symbolized Lamb of God. Once 
freed from condemnation and guilt, the child of God can 
grow in an atmosphere of love and acceptance to become 
loving and accepting of others. 

As long as one feels guilty and unaccepted one trans¬ 
fers that feeling to others and treats them in the way one 
thinks God is treating him. Thus the devil knows that as 
long as one feels guilty and unaccepted, one will treat 
others in the same way, then the estrangement, bitter feel¬ 
ings, hate, envy and resentment will snowball. The devil 
thus presents a God that is angry and filled with hate and 
condemnation for us and that has to be appeased. 

What a contrast to the God who made the first sacri¬ 
fice for us I He took the blame for our sins, yes, even 
dying for them so that we can be released from the condem¬ 
nation and put in an atmosphere of peace and security where 
we can become loving, kind and merciful, like He is. 

I never really thought of that," said Ron. "What an 
incredible psycologist is our God. It's the only possible 
way that the sinner could be restored in His image, but 
at what a cost!"

When we realize that the sanctuary was a revelation 
, then it is clear that the guilt was transferred 










Exactly, Ron, you see God first declares us just by 
virtue of the life of Christ, and then as our hard hearts 
are broken by His wonderful demonstration of love. He can 
transform us into His very image. We don't do His will in 
order to be saved from guilt and condemnation but because 
we have been saved from it. 




In love and appreciation we choose to cooperate with 
Him to accomplish the second step and that is to save us 
from the power of sin or selfishness, inborn in our natures. 
This process is called sanctification. 

This experience was also well illustrated in the first 
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apartment of the sanctuary. On the left side was the seven 

golden candlestick, which represents Jesus the light of the 

world working through the Holy Spirit to illuminate our miml 
minds and guid us. 

On the other side was the table of shewbread, repre- 
senting God the Father, giving His Son, the 'Bread of Life' 
to mankind. Here is how God talks to us, through His Word 
as well as through impressions of the Holy Spirit. The 
Word is tangible and unchanging. It is the standard by 
which we can judge what is truth. 

Isaiah 8:20 says, 'To the law and to the testimony, 
if they speak not according to this word, there is no light 
in them.' Again in 1 Thessalonians 5:19-21, 'Quench not the 
spirit, despise not prophecyings. Prove all things; (by the 
word) hold fast that which is good.' Thank God for the 
Bible which is the road map to eternal life. 

Two more texts to add to what we have heard: 
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And that from a child thou hast known the holy 
scriptures, which are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation through faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and 
is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteousness: 

That the man of God may be perfect, throughly 
furnished unto all good works. (1 Timothy 3:15-17) 

Knowing this first, that no prophecy of the scrip¬ 
ture is of any private interpretation. For the 
prophecy came not in old time by the will of man: 
but holy men of God spake as they were moved by 

the Holy Ghost. ( 2 Peter 1:20,21) 

Thus we have a solid foundation upon which to build 
our faith and communication. The table of shewbread was on 

the north side of the Sanctuary and may well have repre¬ 
sented God's throne before the judgment was set in 1844, as 

mentioned in Daniel 7:10. Lucifer's desire was to sit in 
God's throne 'in the sides of the north. 

The third item was the golden altar of incense in 
front of the veil or door to the Most Holy Place, whose 

smoke went up over the curtain into the sacred presence of 
God. This, of course, represented Jesus our mediator who 
now stands in the presence of God pleading His blood for

Now the final revelation of Jesus was found in the 
Most Holy Place. Here the single piece of furniture repre¬ 
sented the divine nature of Christ. The tables of stone.

The mercy seat shows the merciful kindness that He has com¬ 
bined with His absolute righteousness. The unity of the 
Trinity is symbolized so that we can see that the Son truly 
came to reveal the character of His Father in order that we 
would love Him rather than be afraid of Him.

When God sent His perfect Son to live among men, they 
imagined all sorts of faults in Him, imputing evil, not be¬ 
cause there was anything wrong with Him but that their con¬ 
cepts of perfection had been perverted. However, God has 
a special plan for finishing His work of grace in His people 
that is revealed in the Anti-typical Day of Atonement work 
in the heavenly sanctuary and we shall study about this in 
just a few moments.

From the gate we follow Jesus to the altar of sacri¬ 
fice, placing our all on that altar, confessing our sins 
and in repentance dying to self. Then we are baptized in 
the fountain symbolizing His cleansing blood. In the New 
Testament we are the priests. Peter declares of each be¬ 
liever, ’but ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood 
(1 Peter 2:9) therefore, we take the bread and the blood 
into the sanctuary of our bodies or minds. 

Actually the communion service is a repetition of 
this beautiful sanctuary service. You see, Jesus commanded 

his disciples in John 13, to wash each others feet as a re¬ 
membrance of His perfectly humble life and to help us be 
humble. Just as the priests of old were required to wash 
their feet and hands before entering the sanctuary, so 
should we.

Here is how we do it. For sake of modesty we have 
the ladies go into one room and the men into another and 
there we chose partners and wash each others feet in little 
basins that are provided and dry them with a towel. We 

offer prayer for each other and then embrace each person 

participating. For me it is the most precious service that 
Christ has given us.

We also are to share the bread of life with a spiritually 
starved world and we must become, through prayer and wit¬ 
nessing, mediators between lost man and God. Then as we 
enter by faith into the Most Holy Place, and behold God's 
Ten Commandments, we hear this promise, 

For this is the covenant that I will make with 
the house of Israel after those days, saith the 
Lord; I will put my laws into their mind and 
write them in their hearts: and I will be to thei 

a God, and they shall be to me a people: And 
they shall not teach every man his neighbour, 
and every man his brother, saying. Know the 
Lord: for all shall know me, from the least to 
the greatest. For I will be merciful to their 
unrighteousness, and their sins and their ini¬ 
quities will I remember no more. 

This is the final work that God does for His people 
in restoring them to His likeness, the complete fulfill¬ 
ment of which will come in the promised refreshing or out - 

pouring of the Holy Spirit in the Latter Rain. This is 
promised in Acts 3:19,20; 

Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the times of re¬ 
freshing shall come from the presence of the 
Lord; And he shall send Jesus Christ, which be 
fore was preached unto you. 

This work of blotting out of sin that Jesus has promised 
to do, is not only done in the record books of heaven but 
also in our minds so that there is no more desire for evil 

or response to temptation. What a wonderful day when we 

can say as Jesus could, 'Satan cometh to me but can find 
nothing in me.' Then it will be that we shall give glory 

only to God and never again by sinning give glory to Satan 

In Leviticus 16 we find the story of the great Day of 
Atonement or as the Jews called it the Day of Judgment. 

This is the chapter that this group of reformers began to 
study back in 1844, to understand what the cleansing of 
the sanctuary really meant. The Day of Atonement was con¬ 
sidered the most important of all the Jewish feasts. It 
came towards the end of their year and symbolized God's 
great judgment day to come at the end of the world.

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On that day the high priest chose two goats. One he 
sacrificed on the altar and after having made an atonement 

for his own sins 
censor of smoking incense to sprinkle the blood of the goat 

over the mercy seat of the Ark of the Covenant that contain¬ 
ed the Ten Commandments. This represented the blotting 
out of the record of sin of the whole year of all the people 
that had come up and afflicted their souls around the sanc¬ 
tuary for ten days previously, making sure that all their 
sins had been forgiven. Those who wouldn't do this special

As these Bible students studied all this, they con¬ 
cluded that this work, which the Jews called the Cleansing 
of the Sanctuary, tipified the final great judgment day when 
God would judge His people. Those who had faithfully trust¬ 
ed in Jesus, and had confessed and forsaken all their sins 
would be judged worthy on the basis of the merits of Jesus 
and would have the record of their sins blotted out, not 
only from the heavenly records but from their minds. 

This work would cleanse the sanctuary in heaven of the 
record of the sins of God's people. Their names would be 
sealed in the Book of Life, while the names of the rebell¬ 
ious would be placed in the Book of Death. Their sins re¬ 
maining on the records were to be answered for in the great 

white throne judgment at the end of the millenium when the 
wicked would be destroyed by fire, being judged according 
to their works. (Revelation 20:9-12)

The carrying out of the guilt and placing it on the

What is the meaning of this seal?" asked Ron. 

A seal is a sign of authority. All official docu¬ 
ments anciently and even today had to have a seal to be 
legal. Your birth certificate for instance, or whatever 
deed or other title you may have will carry a seal of the 
official Notary Public that authorizes your document. 
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A seal always carries three things. The name of the 
person who has this authority, his title and dominion or 
territory. For instance, the seal of the President, would 
be Ronald Reagan, President, the United States of America. 
God's seal would be similar. In Isaiah 8:16 it says, 

'seal the law among my disciples.' Where is God's seal in 
His most sacred document, the ten commandments? You will 
find the three identifying stipulations in only one com¬ 
mandment, the fourth or Sabbath commandment and this is 
logical because the Sabbath is the memorial to creation, 
which is the basis of God's authority. 

In Exodus 20:8-11 we find His name--The Lord thy God 
or Jehovah; made or created, so His title is Creator;

Now we see that the Sabbath is God's outward 
seal of authority. All who love Him and wish to honor Him 
as the Creator will reverently guard this great sign of
